“You see I had to get all the foods, 
hospital supplies and clothing dis- 
tributed in Rumania from Paris,” he 
said. “They rarely had al! the 
things .1 wanted and were always 
trying to unload on me what they 
did not want. 

“The Red Cross had set over 590,- 
000 pajamas for use in the American 
hospitals and after the armistice the 
authorities could not dispose 
them. Every time I made a request 
for supplies they tried to make me 
take some of the pajamas. 

“Finally, I agreed to take 100,000 

mas off their hands if they 
would give me all the supplies I 
asked for. I did not know what I 
could do with the pajamas, but 
there was no use keeping them in 
the warehouses. 

“When those pajamas got to Ru- 
mania they went like hot cakes, The 
whole 100,000 were disposed of 
within a few days. 

“The men wore them just as they 
were handed out, but the. women 
made them over into all s of 
garments. Some were made into 
shirt waists and some were made in- 
to children’s clothing. In some dis- 
tricts everybody was clad in Ameri- 
can pajamas. 

“I went baek to Paris and had 
my initial order for pajamas dupli- 
cated twice. Before I left Rumania 
300.000 of them had been distribut- 
ed and the people wanted more,”
